he at, present oceupiea. His beliefs, so long 28 
they are promulgated amongst the Chinese 
by missionaries, are the tenets of a rival 
system of thought. Quoting from the 
published report of his” Jecture, the first, 
point to note is his complaint that Coxructus 
did not. attempt to answer such questions 
"as “ Where did I come from and where am 
J going?” The wonder felt by many will 
be with regard to the Rev..E. J. Harpr’s 
utlitude towards those two questions. What 
does he tell his soldier congregations * He 
would not insist on the need of propounding 
such questions unléss he believed there-was 
an answer to them. Yet, what answer is 
possible? .

Juan Soriano was another, leader of outlaws 
acting in conjunction with und under the order 
ot Vicinte Prado, Asa leader he ordered and 
Afrected inany acts of kidnapping, robbery and 
murder, these acts of violence biing practised 
upon law,abiding men, wemen and children. 
to heinous were the crimes he committed 
in the nome, of Vicente Prado that the 
latter's name became a terror in the pro- 
vinees of Union ard Paugusinan. On one 
occasion he captured an American soldier 
private Authony Gurainski, Co. C. 1th in- 
jantry. Sorino took his prisoner to the town cf 
Rosarig and there ‘stabbed him to death with 
polos. He also killed a native policeman and 
“hig wife. He. seized Santiago Espidido, the 
’ presidente of the town of Alavs, together with 
“Clemente Zion, ‘the lienténart of police. “He 
was sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Tho prisoners toll a tale of terrible hardship 
and want in their wanderings in the tropical 
forests, Realising that capture meant a death 
sentence to some of thom and ao life sentgnce 
to-others, they did all in their power to evade 

their pursuers. But all in. vain. Only seven- 
teen now remain at large. Most of there are said 
to be making for the mountain of San Cristo- 
bal, and it looks a3 though itis only a matter

Circulars and trada announcements,-oflen of 
considerable weight, are frequactly received 
bearing only a peony stamp, and the unfortunate 
recipients are obliged to pay tho double tax for 
‘insufficient postage or to ran the. risk of re- 
fusing to take delivery of what may prove to 
be important private correspondence. ‘Tho 
‘Chineso post-office does not afford an oppor- 
{unity of examining insufficiently stamped 
lotters beforchand with a view to refusing to 
take delivery.

The old’ question of- the Gost of living in 
Japan for foroigners ha® ‘ygen raised spain in 
Kobe, and hos carzed some echoes to be heard 
in Yokohama, The ciroumstances under which 
foreiguors live in this country snust inevitably 
tend ‘to raise the price of everything they nse. 
Numerically they aro but ao hhendfal, compared 
with the Japanese, and therefore their demands 
mast be proportionately small. Ifthe Japanese 
woro in the habit of always living ou foreign 
food, wearing foreign clothes, and generally 
living like foreigners, there would be sullicient 
ddidpatition to allow ‘of reasonable prices being 
yenched; At present this is not. the case. 
Foreign requirements are, ractically speaking, 
a mere detail, the ud of which is in 
the hands of a few men located in 
certein ports, The demand being limited and 
the competition. dull, it ja hardly o motter 
of surpriae that prices should bo high. The 
same holds good in the case of rants.”

roforred merely to coil, but reaters of The 
Times know that practically all other kinds of 
munitions of war including even yuns and 
ammanition have .been supplicd both to 
Russia and to Japan by British manufacturers, 
during this war. 1t has beon a very large and 
profitable trade, with which it would take a bold 
Government to interfere. ;
